1, (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Police Service (Appointment by 
Competitive Examination) Amendment Regulations, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In regulation 4 of the Indian Police Service (Appointment by Competitive 
Examination) Regulations, 1955, for clause (iii-a) the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

"(iii-a) Attempts at the examination. —Unless covered by ‘any of the exception* 
that may from time to time be notified by the Central Government, he 
should not already have competed more than twice at the examinations held
